FUSION IN PENNSYLVANIA. 
THE DEMOCRATS GETTING DESPERATE. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Oct. 17.—(Special.}— 
Since the Ohio election the possibility of a 
fusion between the Democratic machine and 
the Pennsylvania Butlerites has been reopened, 
and it is no longer a secret that active negotia- 
tions are pending, between Chairman Hensel 
and the Butler leaders looking to that end. 
The only hitch is the difficulty of arranging a 
satisfactory distribution of Electors. At the 
Bellefonte Convention a committee was ap- 
pointed to wait upon Chairman Hensel and 
state the views of the Butler people on. the de- 
sirapility of forming a fusion ticket. The 
minimum number of Electors demanded by 
the Butler leaders was ten. This proposition 
was repudiated by Chairman Hensel as well as 
by the other Democratic leaders, and a fusion 
upon that basis was declared to be inadvisable 
and impracticable. This independence was 
owing largely to the encouraging reports from 
Ohio, and the Democratic belief that with Oc- 
tober victory in the West, Pennsylvania would 
waver and give the Democracy more than an 
even chance to get an Electoral ticket from the 
Keystone State. But the Kepubiican victory 
in Ohio has overthrown the carefully-developed 
plans of the Democrats, and a fusion 
which a month ago seemed improbable is 
now one of the possibilities of the 
next few days. Chairman Hensel, although 
reticent, is in favor of the movement, believ- 
ing that victory with the aid of the Butlerites 
is practically assured. The Butler leaders 
claim they can handie between 40,000 and 50,000 
labor votes. With this reinforcement, and 
with the demoralization the Prohibition ticket 
is spreading throughout the State, the Demo- 
cratic leaders assert that Pennsylvania can be 
wrested from the Republicans. There is, how- 
ever, violent opposition among many leading 
Butlerites to a fusion with the Demo- 
crats, Members of the Butler State Com- 
mittee and other prominent 
depreeate the movement as weakening the 
influence ot the new party. Among Repub- 
licans the idea of a fusion ticket in the State 
is laughed at. Chairman Leeds, when ques- 
tioned about the matter this morning, said: 
It is too late inthe day. The idea of a fusion 
between the Butlerites and the State Democ- 
racy is ridiculous.”

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A POLANDER WHO WAS SAVED FROM SIBERIAN 
EXILE THROUGH BLAINE'S INTERCESSION. 
Buffaio (N. V.) Dispatch to New York Sun 

(Ind. Dem.): M. A. Mayé@ndorff, a native of 

Poland, who was sentenced to Siberia for life 

at the close of the revolution of 1868, arrived 

bere this afternoon, and was interviewed by 

your correspondent. In 1863, when only 14 

years of age, he fought, with three brothers, 

against Russia. His eldest brother was sub- 
sequent!y taken from bis bed and shot without 
trial. The other brother wasa prisoner for 
eleven months before he escaped. He is now 
in California. The next brother was wounded 
in battle, but is alive. The property of the 
family was confiscated. After two months in 
the army Mayendorff was taken prisoner and 
sent into solitary confinement for eight 
months. Then be was banished to Siberia, 
with 320 others, for life. One was a Catholic 

Archbishop, 72 years of age, who was 

sent for twelve years of hard labor; an- 

other was a woman 54 years old, whose 
only offense was the hiding ot a copy of the 

National Secret Press. After a journey of eight 

months they arrived at Tobolsk. On account 

of bis rank Mayendorf was allowed the free- 
dom of the city. He there employed his time 
in teaching. After nine months he got into 
another political scrape and was banished to 

Turnisk. While there he learned that bis half- 

brother. Col. Julian Alliwski, who had come to 

America, had interested himself in his behalf 

with the United States Government. Through 

the intercession of James G. Blaine, with whom 
his brother was acquainted, President Lincolu 
gave instructions to the department, and after 

a short correspondence between the two Gov- 

ernments Mayendorff’s sentence was changed 

to banishment to America. He came here in 

1866 and was in 1870 graduated from Ann Arbor 

University as a civil engineer.

BLAINE IN MICHIGAN. 
A SATISFACTORY DAY'S JOURNEY. 

Detroit, Mich., Oct. 17.—(Special.|—Today 
was the most satisfactory one Mr. Blaine bas 
spent in the State. The stops made were com- 
paratively few, and only at important towns. 
The result was more pleasing to Mr. Blaine 
than any day since he left Southern Ohio. He 
has seen more people than in all the other time 
he Ws spent in the State, and with less fa- 
tigue. This fact has been shown in the u- 
creased length and better quality of his speeches 
at the points where stops were made. He has 
been in specially good condition ali day, and to- 
night says that he has scarcely felt the day’s 
journey. 

The first stop made was at Bay City, a lum- 
bering town fully as largo as Saginaw. It is 
said to have at least a dozen millionaires. Here 
Mr. Blaine made a pointed talk in favor of his 
policy of making the tariff the one issue of the 
campaign. He and Gen. Fremont were escorted 
through the city to a stand in the park, arouna 
which were assembled fully 15,000 people. 
After a short speech by Senator Palmer Mr. 
Blaine was introduced. He spoke very briefly 
and then introduced Gen. Fremont. Both were 
received very enthusiastically, and when Sena- 
tor Palmer spoke of the importance of ‘the 
tariff to the people engaged in the salt-works 
and in lumbering he was loudly applauded. 
There was a large procession, which Mr. Biaine 
was expected to review, but time did not per- 
mit. 

THE KNOW-NOTHING FALSEHOOD EXPLODED. 

Mr. Blaine had a large audience at Bay City, 
but it was not until the next stop—at Flint— 
was reached that Mr. Blaine made his leading 
speech of the day—one of the longest talks he 
bas made in the State and one of the longest 
in the canvass. It was the first time he had 
departed from the tariff topic as the leading 
subject of his discourses. His denial of the 
charge of his having ever had any association 
or sympathy with the Know-Nothing move- 
ment in this country, and bis views upon the 
subject, will certainly do great good in the 
West. At Flint the arrangements for speaking 
were much better than at any place visited. A 
great flat-car had been covered over with a 
handsomeiy-decorated roof of flags. This car 
was coupled to an engine and backed 
down to Mr. Blaine’s party. He 
was then enabled to ‘step upon 
the platform with his company without being 
jostied by the crowd. The car was then moved 
up to a square in the vicinity, and from its 
comfortaple hight Mr. Blaine the brisk 
October air and talked to 8,000 people. In the 
course of bis remarks he deo bimseltf in 
favor of prohibiting the exportation to the 
United States by foreign countries of their 
paupers and criminals and the importation of 
cheap foreign labor, under contract, to compete 
with home labor. His voice was very clear 
and strong in this speech.

RON—THE MORAL ISSUE. 

At Lapeer, where there were 5,000 people, he 
spoke from a stand near the train. This day 
has been a great one for Gen. Fremont. He 
appears to have received a new lease of life 
from the stimulus of so much attention and 
hearty appreciation. At Lapeer h 
was only yesterday that I said that I had a.- 
most arrived at the point where I should re- 
gret leaving my friends in Michigan.

A ROYAL WELCOME TO PONTIAC—STUDENTS 
FOR BLAINE. 

Quite a stop was made at Pontiac. It was 
reached about dark. Here people had come 
tor miles about from a thickly-settied agricult- 
ural region, Although the town has not over 
5,000 inhabitants, fully 8,000 people gathered 
at the station to hear Mr. Biaine. Gen. Fre- 
mont was also received most royally at this 
point. Mr. Blaine was introduced by an ex- 
cited committeeman as the Republican candi- 
date for the Vice-Presidency. Just before the 
train was pulled out trom Pontiac there was 
an interesting scene at the rear of the train. 
The students from the military institute at 
Orchard Lake, some seventy in number, 
were marched up after Mr. Blaine had 
retired to his room. The boys, who 
dress in the West Point uniform, and who are 
under the instruction of a regular army officer, 
presented a very fine appearance as they were 
drawn up in double row near the train.

Port Huron, Mich., Oct. 17.—(|Special.}+> 
The weather today has been all that could be 
desired for the reception of Mr. Blaine and 
party. The morning dawned fair, witha light 
wind from the west, and preparations for the 
reception were noticeable at au early hour. All 
the buildings on the principal streets were gaily 
decorated with flags and banners, and in many 
places large mottoes and banners hung across 
the streets. Preparations bad been made fora 
large procession, but at noon a telegram was 
received from John P. Sanborn, who is one of 
the Blaine party, to the effect that Mr. Blaine 
could remain in the city but half an 
hour, and desired to be driven directly from 
the depot to the stand.

A cable dispateh the other day stated that 
the German Gevernment had given orders 
that all farm produce wanted for the army 
should be bought directly from the farmers 
and not, as heretofore, from middiemen. The 
farmers are of course exceedingly jubilant 
over this new move, whieh insures to them 
the full price paid by the Government and 
will put into their pockets the large share 
that has been going to the middlemen. The 
feelings of the middlemen are hot reported 
by the cable. 

The middleman, in the abstract, has always 
been unpopular, pleasant and useful as his 
neighbors and customers may have found 
him in real life. The producer and the con- 
sumer both look on him with jealous eyes, 
for all that he gets seems taken from what 
they might have had. Notwithstanding all 
this opposition, and the frenzied denuncia- 
tien of not a few theorists, he has flourished 
and multiplied; never more so than in the 
last century, which has on acéount of its 
wonderful strides in production needed his 
services more than evér in distribution, and 
has accordingly paig for them with unusual 
munificence, But there are some 2 that 
‘the middleman is not to have in future 
quite the easy time he has been having in the 
past. The order of the German Government 
just referted to is but one of many straws. 

The demand for the National regulation of

Burning of Barnesville, Ga. 

Macon, Ga., Oct. 17.-—[Special.}--Barnes- 
ville, a thrifty town of 2,000 inhabitants in Pike 
County, was at last accounts today being rap- 
idly destroyed by fire, which broke out at 1 
o'clock this afternoon in the midst of 
several hundred cotton-baies lying on the 
platform of the Georgia Central Railroad 
depot. Several boys were smoking cigarets 
while playing among the bales, and on them 
rests the responsibility for the town’s destruc- 
tion. When the flames burst forth the laas 
ran away without giving an alarm, thus allow- 
ing tne fire to gain greater headway before 
discovery than it should have done. Several 
hundred bales were rolled but of the way by 
negroes, but seventy-five bales could not be 
saved and were consumed. 

A strong wiad prevailed and in some ivex- 
plicable manner carried the fire beyond the 
railroad warehouse containing several hundreg 
bales of cotton without igniting it. Murphy & 
Hunt's warehouse was enveloped, however, 
and consumed with 500 bales of cotton. 

The fire rapidly increased in fury, and the 
one engine of the town, rendered almost use- 
less by the great scarcity of water caused by 
three months of drouth, proved utterly inca- 
pable of checking the advance of the flames. 

Aid was asked for from several adjoining 
towns, but, it is believed, arrived too late to be 
of assistance. 

Within three hours the post-office, two hotels, 
the express office, two telegraph offices, over 
twenty stores, and évery other structure in 
the business portion of the town were in ruins. 

The fire then commenced its attack on the 
residence portion of the place, and by this time 
bas probably accomplisbed the total destruc- 
tion of the city. 

The burning of the telegraph offices rendered 
communication with the village impossible, and 


the list of the losses and insurance cannot be 
ured until tomorrow. 

t is reported that the burning of the ware- 
Bt was accompanied by the death of two 
negroes. N 

The loss will probably aggregate $400,000. 
The night is chilly, and the suffering of tne 
homeless cannot but be acute. 


Montague’s Terrible Visitation. 

WHITEHALL, Mich., Oct. 17.—/| Special. - One 
of the worst fires we ever have bad on White 
Lake occurred last night, originatimg in a rear 
room of a millinery and fancy-goods establish- 
ment situated in the Montague Opera-House 
Biock. The store was occupied by Miss Julia 
Gibbons. The fire beyond all question was in- 
ecendiary, but who the guilty party is, or the 
motive for the act, is unknown. 

This was the second attempt to fire the block 
this week. Last Tuesday evening about 6 
o'clock the building was fired and the flames 
got quite a start before they were subdued. 
Last night about II o'clock the attempt was 
successful. 
almost immediately discovered and the 
alarm given, but betore the engines 
could arrive the flames were beyond 
all control and the brick building fairly meited 
down. 

A quantity of powder in one of the stores 
exploded, and buildmgs a mile away were 
shaken by the explosion. 

Nine stores, the Montague Opera-House, post- 
office, Montague Lumberman newspaper, two 
physicians’ offices, one suite of dental rooms, 
one photograph gallery, and five suites of 
rooms were destroyed. 

The total loss will reach $100,000, and will be 
a blow to our sister town from which it will 
take years to recover.

BURNT BY THE INDIANS. 
REVENGEFUL BAVAGES SET FIRE TO A SALMON 
CANNBRY. 

PORTLAND, Ore., Oct. 17.—[Special. }—Last 
night a large salmon-canning establishment at 
Celilo was totally destroyed by fire; loss about 
$20,000; insurance, $6,000, The cannery was 
set on fire by Indians. For more thap a cent- 
ury Indian tribes have been fishing at Celilo 
under the permission of the Government. Ke- 
cently the property was sold to private 
parties and a cannery was erected. The 
Indians were then denied the privilege of 
fishing there. This greatly incensed them, and 
they vowed to have reven They have been 
threatening to murder the whites and burn the 
canoaery for some time. There is no poasible 
doubt that the Indians were the incendiaries. 
There is great excitement, and serious trouble 
is feared. The matter will be thoroughly in- 
vestigated. No arrests have been made yet. 

A large fishing-scnooner which has been 
missing for some days, and was thought 
to be lost, has just been beard from. She 
encountered a terrific gale off the mouth of the 
Columbia River and was driven north. The 
vessel finally managed to reach Neah Bay, 
where she took shelter. No lives are lost. 

Fort Stevens, at the mouth of the Columbia 
River, which has for over thirty years been oc- 
cupied asa military post, and which consti- 
tutes one of the principal coast defenses, has, 
by order of the War Department, been turned 
over to the United States Engineer Corps. The 
fort hereafter will be used as a base of opera- 
tions for the improvement of the Columbia 
River. 


~ WASHINGTON. 


Annual Report ofthe Surgeon-Gen- 
eral—The Death-Rate in the Army— 
General News Notes. 

Wasninaton, D. C., Oct. 17.—The Surgeon- 
General of the army in his annual report says: 
“The total deaths for the year among white 
troops was 250, or twelve per 1,000 of mean 
strength, an increase of two per 1,000 over the 
rate tor the previous year. The number of 
white soldiers discharged for disability was 
838. The total number of deaths among the 
colored troops was twenty-two, or ten per 1,000 
of mean strength, which is one per 1,000 lower 
than the death-rate of the previous year.“ He 
notes the fact that this is not only the lowest 
death-rate yet reached among the colored 

ps since their organization, but it is the 
first time the rate has fallen lower than for 
white troops, the usual average difference be- 
ing 3 to 3.2 per 1,000 of mean strength in favor 
of the latter class. The medical and surgical 
history of the war will be ready for issue in 
abouta year. 

The Secretary of the Treasury has directed 
that the contract made with George W. Thomas 
of New York for raising tlie wreck of the Brit- 
ish frigate Hussar, which sank in the East 
River in 1780, be annulled and a new contract 

to raise the vessel be made with persons who 
have already advanced money to carry on the 
work, and who are willing to push it to com- 
piction. 

It is now stated the President will not take 
any action in regard to the office of Commis- 
sioner of Labor until alter the meeting of Con- 
gress. Mr. Jarrett was nominated by the 
President and confirmed by the Senate, but bis 
commission is withheld on account, it is under- 
stood, of remarks made by him ina public 
speech reflect upon the President. Jarrett 
wrote the President in regard to the matter 
and afterwards had an interview with him, but 
the office remains vacant. 


BILL NORRIS. 


The Notorious Train-Robber Sen- 
tenced to Twenty-one Years in the 
Kansas Penitentiary. 

ATCHISON, Kas., Oct. 17.—Bill Norris, the 
notorious train-robber and associate of Polk 
Wells, was sentenced at Oskaloosa, Kas., to 
twenty-one years for burglary. After the sen- 
tence the prisoner attempted to commit sui- 
cide in the court-room, cutting an artery in 
his arm, causing a serious loss of blood. His 
partner is serving a life-sentence in lowa. 

[The crime for which Bili Norris has just been 
convicted was the robbery of a store at Norton- 
ville, Kas., afew miles west of Atchison, on the 
Santa Fé Railroad.

HARRISON WIRE COMPANY. 
ANOTHER HEAVY FAILURE. 

Sr. Lots. Mo., Oct. 17.—[{Special.}—The an- 
nouncement made late this afternoon that a 
receiver had been applied for in the Circuit 
Court to take charge of the affairs of the Har- 
rison Wire ‘Company created a lively 
sensation in business circles and set @ 
number of tongues wagging at 4 
brisk rate. Following so close on the collapse 
of the Carbondale Coal & Coke Company, the 
origin of today’s troubles was directly traced 
to the swamping of the IIlinois corporation. 
Mr. Edwin Harrison was the chief backer of 
both enterprises, and the troubles of 
the coal company so badly handicapped 
the wire company that it was dragged into the 
vortex and swamped. 

This afternoon August B. Hart petitioned the 
Circuit Court to appoint a receiver for the Har- 
rison Wire-Works. In his petition be sets 
forth that he is the holder of thir 
ty-five bonds of the value of 
$1,000 each, on which the interest has been de- 
faulted for a long time past. The suit is 
brought against Edwin Harrison, James M. 
Leet, and John D. Fitch, the original incor- 
porators of the wire company. The peti- 
tion states that a number of other bondholders, 
who represent neariy 100,000 of the stock are 
with him, and he prays that the receiver at 
once take possession of the vast shops, tools, 
and three acres of ground which the company 
owns in this city. The petition further stated 
that the company was insolvent and that its 
liabilities are 000 more than its assets. The 
matter is still in the hands of the court, and a 
receiver will probably be appointed. 

As near as can be ascertained the liabilities 
are close on to $1,000,000, and the assets, 
it is alleged, are not much over halt that sum. 
The company manufactured wire and did a big 
Southwestern business. It was closely con- 
nected with the barbed wire firms at Joliet and 
De Kalb, III., and bandied considerable of the 
wire’ manufactured at these towns. The 
firm is one of the dest known in 
the city, and, as Mr. Harrison is 
considered the representative business-man, 
the collapse is a genuine surprise. His friends 
state that it is hot near as bad as Mr. Hart 
makes out, and that with proper attention the 


affairs of the company can be straightened out 
in a short time.

Samuel D. Ehriich, the dry-goods merchant 
whose establishment at No. 1824 State street 
was closed by the Sheriff Thursday on two con- 
fessions of judgment entered against him 
amounting to $2,217, made a voluntary assign- 
ment for the benefit of his creditors yesterday.

It appears that Mr. Davies was wrong in 
his statement that Mr. Atkinson had gone to 
Winnipeg, be not having left the city and hay- 
ing no intention of doing so. What the latter 
has to say in substance is, that the deficit is 
only $110,000, as originally stated by him, and 
not, as reported by Mr. Davies, $200,000. That 
he drew 100,000 from the Continental Bank, 
spent $50,000 in paymeg margins, and the rest 
in paying a note, he says, is not correct; he 
drew but $50,000, to take up a note. The ar- 
rangement with the Continental Bank had ex- 
isted for along time, was known tothe Bank 
of Montreal, and presumably to Mr. Davies.

da, $4,000; H. H. Barksdale, Grenada County,

$5,000. Messrs. 8. Gamble & Co. attached this 
evening. This failure, together with the recent 
large fire, is a severe blow to Grenada.

The accuracy of bis dates 
did not suit the judge and he was ordered to 
stand aside. 

A Pole who had been twenty years in America 
made the unfortunate admission that it was 
only four weeks since he made up bis mind to 
become a citizen, and so another good Demo-

“I'm @ score and two-—that’s twenty-two,”’ 
said a youth with eyes as red as fire and a 
vacant, maudlin look, as he elbowed his way to 
the Judge's desk.

INDIGNANT ITALIANS. 

THE PROPRIETORS OF STREET FRUIT-STANDS 
PROTEST AGAINST THE DEPREDATIONS OF THE 
POLICE. 

An indignation meeting was held last night 
in a basement on South Clark street by a num- 
ber of Italian street corner fruit-dealers to pro- 
test against the assumption on the part ot the 
police of the right to lift any article that 
may strike their fancy as they pass by. Laga- 
rillo Catalina presided. He wrathfully re- 
counted the wrongs that bad been heaped upon 
his fellow-mercbants by the alleged peace 
guardians. He said he had planted his stand 
near the corner of Clark and Madison streets, in 
front of a well-known cstablishment, to whose 
owner he had to pay big tribute each 
month. The city exacted a license 
which was really enormous when compared 
with the size of his business. True, be paid no 
insurance premiums, no water-rent, no gas or 
coul bills, and be had recently decreased the 
size of his peanut measure one-fifth. Yet with 
all these struggies and drawbacks he felt that 
be might have saved a little money but for the 
tribute exacted by the police. In asimgle day 
and evening, he declared, by actual count one 
officer had helped himself to seven handfuls of 
peanuts, four bananas, three bunches of 
grapes, and one California pear. Three others 
in passing had sampled his goods at pleasure. 
He bad once mildly protested to a big,red-faced 
wearer of a blue coat and brass buttons, and 
had been told that if he didn’t shut up his 
wares would be thrown into the street and he 
would be run in as disorderly. He favored a 
petiuon to Chief Doyle to issue instructions 
that any officer caught filching in the manner 
indicated should at once pe broke and dis- 
missed from the force. 

Half a dozen excited delegates were on their 
feet at the conclusion of the Chairman’s re- 
marks, and he tted a go-as-you-please 
discussion for f an hour, which developed 
the unanimous opinion that the practice pro- 
tested againstis really carried on to such an 
extent that it amounts literally to robbery. 
Especial stress was laid on the fact that the 
patrolmen were sufficiently well paid to be able 
to pay for all their fruits and nuts if honest, 
and an instance wag mentioned by Sig. Catalina, 
who isa shrewd, well-informed maa, in which a 
New York official’s head was very speedily cut 
off for such practices on complaint to the Police 
Board. Accordingly a committee was appointed 
to interview Chief Doyle to see what he will do 
to stop the practice.

His Sons Successfully Step in Between Him and 
the Object of His Affections. 


A dashing widow who aspired to be the bet- 
ter-half of a man of 64 is m a somewhat cheer 


Taylor, of No. 96 Hill street. Col. Taylor is 
ove of the oldest residents of Chicago, having 
settled here in 18387.

He has been a widower for apout ten years, 
during which he bas lived very comfortably 
in a large two-story brick house, of which he 
and his housekeeper and servants were the 
only occupants. The widow has been known 
to him and his family since her childhood. Her 
husband, a much younger map than the Colonel, 
and likewise a veteran. died soon after the 
close of the War, thi U en he served as 
a Captain in the Nineti..a vo 
ly known as the Iri. h Brigade. 

The marriage was to have been conducted 
quietly, and the veteran even secured a license 
before anything was suspected by his two sons, 
neither of whom, though on good terms with 
him, had received the slightest notice of his 
intentions. One of these, George L. Taylor, is 
connected with the Fire Department as Cap- 
tain ot Engine Company No. 14, and Monday 
last while sitting in the engine-house on Chicago 
avenue he accidentally looked over the marriage 
license list, which to his great surprise was 
headed with the name of his father, Bara Taylor, 
and Mrs. Anna Fitagerald. Putting on his hat 
he hurried over to his fathe:’s residence to ask 
what it meant. “It means, replied the old 
soldier, ** that I am going to be married.“ The 
son pleaded with the father that such conduct 
was worte than folly, but the old man closed 
the interview by repeating his determination 
to wed the widow. In the meanwhile the other 
son, Henry Taylor, got wind of the affair, and 
the followmg day he paid his father a visit. 
They talked until late in the afternoon without 
effect. Col. Taylor ordered his horse and 
buggy to drive to the depot, where it was 
understood that he would meet Mrs. Fitz- 
gerald, and to prevent him from going his 
son shot and killed the horse. After some 
delay Col. Taylor gathered his grip 
and made for a street-car, but did not arrive at 
the depot until the train had gone. He then 
returned howe with his sons, who had foliowed 
him, but announced that he would take the 
train the following day tor Michigan, where he 
said he would meet Mrs. Fitageraid. The next 
day was Wednesday, All other measures hav- 
ing failed, early in the afternoon Capt. George 
L. Taylor paid him a visit and declared that if 
he attempted to carry his intentions any fur- 
ther he would cease to deal with him asa 
reasonable person and appeal to the courts to 
restrain him. “Well, go to court, was the 
response. 

Capt. Taylor called upon bis lawyer and had 
a petition hastily drawn up and presented to 
Judge Prendergast asking the appointment of 
a conservator for his fatner and also that the 
latter be immediately arrested on the charge of 
ijunacy. The petition was marked, Needing 
immediate action, and upon its authority the 
old gentieman was taken before Judge Pren- 
dergast and examined. The Judge thought 
him a sane man, but consented to continue the 
case until Monday atl p. m., placing the de- 
fendant for the time be under control of 
the petitioner, George L. ylor. After his 
release from court the old man was more in- 


‘elined to listen to reason, though he did not 


appear to be frightened. He had previously 
refused to hear anything his sons had to say 
as to the character of their would-be step- 
mother, but now be opened his ears and conde- 
scended to bear them. When told that she 
was not a proper person to wed one of his ad- 
vanced age and feeble health he demanded 
that the proof be produced. He heard 
all that was said, but at first declared that the 
statements were not sufficient, end that he must 
meet his promises. It was already too late to 
cateh his train, and his son promised more 
evidence the following day. Yesterday after- 
noon he was waited on by Capt. Taylor and his 
attorney, M. A. Rooke, and another consulta- 
tion was held. At the close the old soldier 
said he was satisfied and that the marriage 
would not take place. 

The widow, it appears, is not in Michigan, as 
he claimed at first, but at Toronto, Canada, 
where she went to await his arrival. Some of 
the friends fear the old man may yet meet her, 
but the members of the family, including 
George and Henry Taylor, consider the matter 
settied, and some one is understood to have 
written to the widow a notice that the affair is 
off.

“Poems by Dante Gabriel Rossetti” (Thom- 
as Y. Crowell & Co.) is a new edition, at once 
incomplete and carelesiy edited. It must al- 
ways be a pleasure, however, to welcome in 
any form the works of the master-mind of the 
pre-raphaelite movement in Art. It would be 
a grateful, but a superfluous, task to review 
these rich dreams set to music—for the poems 
are familiar to ali readers of cont 
British verse. But one cannot leave such a 
banquet-table, after having lingered at the beg- 
gared board of the bedraggied . Muse, without 
tasting the wine that glistens in antique gob- 
lets, the sugared dainties in profusion’ piled, 
and 


Lucent sirups tinct with cinnamog, 
A fellow-singer with Swinburne, Rossetti, 
who died only a short time ago, was to bim 
what ottar of roses is to a garden of flowers. 
The revoit against the barren, practical spirit 
of a buckstering age reéstablished in the do- 
main of Art the reign of a medievalism 
which has colored the highest religious thought 
of England, which has swept through her stified 
studios like a breeze from the storied past, and 
which has found its highest poetic expression 
in Dante Gabriel Rossetti. Unfettered by con- 
ventionality, he is restrained from excess by 
bis artistic sanity. He unites the sensuousness 
of Keats with the weird imagination of Cole- 
ridge. He is alover of the old coins of lan- 
guage, and many that would not pass current 
now be sets in bis verse as rare symbo!ls 
of the antique. He has left behind him no 
monument of thought—no song sublime 
of mighty aeeds—not even words of 
tender comfort to hearts that ache. 
He was an  artist—nothing more nor 
less; the beautiful was to him the good—the 
good not mecessarily the beautifal; and utill- 
tarianiem was as far from him as were the 
aqueduct-builders of Rome from the mosaic 
workers of Florence. But in its sphere his 
esthetic sense was exquisitly true ana un- 
erring. The same hand that wrote “ The Last 
Confession imgered in sweet compassiou on 
the golden hair of that lost creature who in- 
spired the lines on Jenny”: 
Poor handful! of bright spring-water 
Hung in the whirlpool’s shrieking face. 
Here is moralizing; but it is the moralizing of 
the poet—so gentle and 80 careless, so frank 
and yet so frivolous. 
Only one kiss. Good- by. my dear. 
So it all ends, and it leaves on the mind the im- 
press of that large artistic sympatby, as wide 
as the world itself, which finds the essence of 
life, the significance of joy and sorrow, be- 
neath even those phases of existence which are 
repugnant to narrower and more sbort-sighted 
souls. Although inferior to several poets of 
the Victorian era in power of expression, 
Rossetti often accomplishes by one happy 
stroke an effeet which Swinburne would almost 
smother In the riehness of his vocabulary. 
Here, for instance, is a picture in a simgie line: 
And stately with her laugh’s subsiding smile. 
The music of this poet's verse is haunting in 
its sweetness. Such lines as these that open 
“The Bride’s Prelude“ cling to one’s memory 
like the subtie perfume that lingered in Marie 
Antoinette’s boudoir years after the hapless 
Queen had passed to death: 
„Sister.“ said busy Amelotte 
To listiess Aloyse, 
Along your wedding-road the wheat 
Bends as to hear your horse’s feet, 
And the noon-day stands still for beat.“ 
But Dante Gabriel Rossetti will never be popu- 
lar; he is no interpreter for the multitude; it

* Selections from the Poetical Works of A. 
C. Swinburne” (Thomas . Crowell & Co.) has 
an introduction from the pen of Mr. R. H. 
Stoddard, the editor of the volume. Lovers of 
Swinburne will, ao doubt, be disappointed on 
account of the omissions which Mr. Stoddard 
has seen fit to make; but, when one considers 
the limited space that was at his disposal. and 
the bulky nature of the works with which be 
grappled, the conclusion must be, that the task 
was performed with judgment and with taste. 
The selections represent the noblest efforts of 
the poet’s genius, and will serve as an admira- 
ble introduction to his complete works. True, 
such poems are omitted as “The Triumph 
of Time,” “Hymn to Proserpme, and 
“Hymn of Man,” while the “Cent 
ury of Roundels passes without regard; 
but the triumphs of the author's lofty dramatic 
aspirations are jealously preserved. in his 
preliminary essay Mr. Stoddard draws a 
parallel between the genius of Christopher 
Marlowe, the predecessor of Shakspeare, and 
Swinburne, while by implication ane is given to 
understand that they resemodle each other in 
personal characteristics. Indeed, Mr. 
places himself in the .cdifying. position of 
on their 
faults of willfulness, and he ex in quality 
of morality, above the great -m Shelley 
and warm-hearted Robert Burns, the political 
renegade Wordsworth and self-lovmg William 
Shakspeare. Todecry Burns especially—who 
a century ago fought the bigotry of creed and 
the prejudice of caste in the miast of a nation 
of petty minds—touches deeply the hearts that 
now understand him, whoee buman faults were 
expiated by the contumely whichhe suf- 
fered for the sake of his fellow-men. Liber- 
tine in his youth and self-seeker in his 
old age, how, in the name of common sense, 

as William Shakspeare the moral superior of 

rt Burns? Mr. Stoddard is more happy 
hen he leaves the field of morais—which there 
no occasion for him to enter—and devotes 
himself to literature. He goes on te say: 
„The qualities by which the blank verse of 
Mariowe is distinguished—the strength which 
compelled bis contemporaries to call ix a 
‘mighty line’; ite daring use, not to say abuse,

Paul Hermes is a new singer (** Confessions of 
Hermes ’—-David McKay, Philadelphia); and 
the nalveté with which be introduces himself 
to the public is quite refresbing. His aim has 
not been, be says, “to tmitate classical, or 
early English, or early French worthies,” bo- 
cause he believes that the poet should use his 
own throat instead of repeating the notes of 
nobler songsters. S0 it happens,“ he adds, 
that the longest poem in this collection ro- 
cords the spiritual development of one modern 
man.” What innocent egotism! Perhaps all 
people are handicapped win egotism, 
but poets are the only ones who are 
furever plating their particular portion 
on public exhibition. The object of 
the volume, Mr. Hermes gravely says, is to em- 
phasize his conviction that the realization of 
Beauty and Happiness waits upon loyalty to 
Duty. But. though, be fan in this, bis faith 
willever abide unshaken that stronger and 
worthier lips will try to utter more distinctly

than is implied in his own introduction. 


Contemporary Socialism. 

Mr. John Rae, M. A., of Rugland, has pub- 
lished a number of articles in the Contemporary 
Heview and the British Quarterly on the past 
and present phases of Socialiam, To these ar- 
ticles, revised and modified, be has added other 
chapters, and the whole is now issued in a vol- 
ume of 455 pages duodecimo. He distinguishes 
Socialism as Communism or Collectivism, and 
Anarchism or Nibilism. The former is the 
Centralist type of Social Democracy, and the 
latter the Anarchist type. 

In the introductory chapter Mr. Rae notices 
the extinct forms of Socialism—such as those 
of the Owenite, St. Simonian, Fourierist, and 
Icarian comniunities, which were voluntary 
associations based on the theory of common 
property and general philantbropy. ‘ The So- 
cialiste of the present day,” he says, bave 
discarded all belief in the possibility of effect- 
ing any social regeneration except by means of 
political authority; and the first object of their 
endeavors is, theretore, don quest of the 
powers of the State.“ What they want is a 
democracy of labor; that is, a State in which 
power and property shall be based on labor— 
where citizénship shal! depend on a labor qual- 
ification instead of a qualification of birth or of 


property—where, as the indispensable requisit 
of the whole scheme, the whale land of the

This is claimed as a matter of right and justice 
because the State is the laboring classes; * and 
it is contended for as an object of immediate 
accomp —if possible, dy ordinary con- 
stitutional means, but, if not, by revolution.” 
This Mr. Rae calls ‘Revolutionary Social De- 
mocracy. The two forms of this Socialism, as 
already intimated, are German:Centralism and 
Russian Federaliem or Nihilism. The German 
type is held by the advocates of a strong con- 
tral government, aid the Russian type by the 
advocates ot a confederation of local authori- 
ties, or of the abolition of all superior govern- 
ment, leaving all power in the bands of the 
rural communes. 

In his introductory chapter the author points 
out the danger of Socialism to free institutions. 
and gives an account of its spread in Europe 
and America. lu chapters second and third he 
expounds the Socialism of Lassalle and Kart 
Marx of Germany. In chapters fourth, fifth, 
and sixth he explains the Federaliem of Cari 
Mario, the theory of the Socialists of the Chair, 
and the yarious theories of Christian Socialism. 
In chapter seventh be considers Russian N. 
bilism; and in chapter eighth Socialism and 
the Social question in general. The ninth and 
last chapter is devoted to the discussion of Mr. 
Henry George's theories, although Mr. George 
is not strictly a Socialist, but his views evince 
a strong leaning toward some phases of it. 

Mr. Rae admits that there are great evils 
connected with our modern civilization in rela- 
tion to the dependence of the laboring classes 
upon capitalists and corporations, and he con- 
cedes that some modification in respect to the 
control of property may be necessary in order 
to effect a proper adjustment between labor 
and capital. This difficult question 36 carefully 
bandied in the present volume, which is an im- 
portant contribution to the rapidly-growing lit- 
erature of the subject. We, in this country, 
cannot be indifferent spectators of this great 
conflict. It is becoming more and more every 
day a part of our own history, notwithstanding 
the immense quantities of landed property that 
may easily be acquired by industrious laborers 
of every class. (Charies Scribner's Sons.) 


Vico. 

The ninth volume of the Philosophical Glas- 
sics for English Readers has been published in 
Edmburg ana Phiiadelphia. The series is 
edited by William Knight, LL. D. The volume 
now under notice is by Prof. Robert Flint of 
the University of Edinburg. The subject is 
the Philosopher Vico. 

Vico was born in Naples in 1668, of humble 
parentage, and spent most of his life in his 
native city, where he died in 1740. He was not 
a great scholar, having little taste for mathe- 
matics, and confining his attention chiefly to 
the Latin among the languages with which be 
bad any acquaintance. He studied poetry, 
philosophy, and law. He never practiced 
law to any considerable extent. He 
wrote many short poems, which never a 
tained much popularity. His most enduring 
work was in the department of philosophy. 
He was not well versed in the history of phil 
osophy, and his study of the subject was not 
comprehensive. But he was acute, and many 
of his thoughts have survived and are now re- 
garded as containing important principles by 
those who scarcely know the name of their 
author. He was partly a follower of Plato. He 
dissented strongly from Des Cartes, but was a 
warm admirer of Bacon. 

Vico was aman of fervert piety and con- 
ecientious morality. His greatest fault was 
that he eulogized men of small ability and bad 
principles on account of their woridly ition 
and the pecuniary advantage he gained there- 
from. This was, however, a common error of 
bie times. Vico was not strictly a eystem- 
maker. His philosophy and psychology are 
more valuable for what they suggest than 
what they contain, and the same may be said 
of his treatises on law. He was more of a 
thinker than areasoner. Those students of 
philosophy who would trace the sources of sys- 
tems and ideas in this department ought to read 
carefully this volume by Prof. Flint. (J. B. 
Lippincott & Co.)

A better statement 
would be, that the great majority of scientitic 
men regacd the Evolution theory as probable, 
but not yet established. (Lee & Shepard.) 

The Hibbert Lectures are devoted to the 
Origin and Growth ot Religion. Four courses 
have been published: the first, by Max Müller, 
on The Rélizions of India; the second, by P. 
Le Page Renouf,on The Religion of Ancient 
Egypt; me third, by Prof. A. Kuenen, on Na- 
tional and Universal Religions; and the fourth, 
the present volume, by Albert Réville, D. D., 
Professor in the College of France, on The 
Native Religions of Mexico and Peru. Prof. 
Réville is a learned and clear writer. In these 
lectures be presents, frst, by way of introduc 
tion, a General View of Central America and 
Mexico, including Their Common Bases of 
Civilization and Religion; secondly, 
The Deities and Myths of Mexico; thirdly, 
The Sacrifices, Sacerdotal and Monas- 
tic Institutions, Eschatology, and Cosmogony 
of Mexico; fourtnly, Peru: Its Civilization 
and Constitution—The Legend of the Incas: 
Their Policy and History; fifthiy, The Fall of 
the Ineas—Peruvian Mythelogy—Priesthood: 
sixtbly, Peruvian Cultus and Festivale—Morals 
and the Future Life—Conclusions. Stephens 
and Prescott have treated these topics some- 
what fully before, but neither of them has 
given such exclusive and scientific attention to 
the native religions of Mexico and Peru as will 
be found ina these lectures of Réville. The voi- 
ume well deserves its place among the Hibbert 
Lectures.
